ARTICLE I, General Rules. 

Section 1. Any person desiring to obtain a bonus

Section 43. A person possess ing a certificate shall at 
least once a year close his accowmts and prepare and 
present to the Minister of Commmications a statement 
of profit and loss, inyentory of property, balance 
set, and report of business. 

Section 44. When the Minister of Commmications shall 
send an official inspector to the place of business of 
the owner of a ship who holds a certificate, the books

three months or more, the terms of the contract shall 
be at once sent to the Department of r Communications.

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and His Majesty the Emperor of China, having 
resolved, in pursuance of the provisions of Article VI of the Treaty signed at Shimonoseki, on 
the 17th day of the 4th month of the 28th year of Meiji, corresponding to the 23rd day of the 
8rd month of the 21st year 6f Kuang Hsii, to conclude a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, 
have for that purpose, named as Their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Baron Hayashi Tadasn, Shoshii, Grand Cross of 
the Imperial Order of the Sacred Treasure, Grand Officer of the Imperial Order of the Rising 
Sun, Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary; and His Majesty the Emperor of 
China, Chang Yen Hoon, Minister Plenipotentiary, Minister of the ‘T'sungli-ya-men, Holding 
the rank of the President of a Board and Senior Vice President of the Board of Revenue ; 

WhO; after having communicated to.each other their Full Powers, found to be in good 
and due form, have agreed upon and concludet the following Articles : 


ARTICLE I. 
There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between His Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan and His Majesty the Emperor of China, and between their respective subjects who shall 
enjoy equally in the respective countries of the High Contracting Parties full and eutire protec- 
tion for their persons and property. 


ARTICLE IL. 

It is agreed by the High ‘Contracting Parties that His Majesty the Emperor of Japan 
may, if he see fit, accredit a Diplomatic Agent to the Court of Peking and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China may, if he see fit, accredit a Diplomatic Agent to,the Court of Tokio. 

The Diplomatic Agents thus accredited shall respectively enjoy. all the prerogatives, . 
privileges antimmunities accorded by international law to snch Agents and they shall also in all 
respects be entitled to the treatment extended to similar Agents of the most favored nation. 

Their persons, families, suites, establishments, residences and correspondence shall be 
held inviolable. They shall be at liberty to select and appoint their own officers, couriers, inter- 
preters, servants and attendants without any kind of molestation. 


ARTICLE IIL 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan may appoint Consuls-Goneral, Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls and Consular Agents to reside at such of the ports, cities and towns of China which are 
now or may hereafter be opened to foreign residence and trade, as the interests of the Empire of 
Japan may require. 

These officers shall be treated with due respect ‘by the Chinese Authorities? and they 
shall enjoy ail the attributes, authority, jurisdiction, privileges and immnnities which are or may 
hereafter be extended to similar officers of the nation most favored in these respects. 

His Majesty the Emperor of China may likewise appoint Consuls-General, Consuls, 
Vice-Censuls and Consular Agents to reside at any or all of those places ‘in Japan where 
_ Consular officers of other nations.are now or may hereafter be admitted, and, saving in the 
matter of jurisdiction in respect of Chinese subjects and property in Japan which is reserved to 
the Japanese Judicial Courts, they ghall enjoy the rights and privileges that are usually accorded 


to such officers.

These passports, if demanded, must be produced for examination in the 
localities passed through. If the passports. be not irregular, the bearers will be allowed to procee.t 
and no opposition shall be offered to their.hiring of persons, animals, carts or vessels for their own. 
conveyance or for the carriage of their personal effects or merchandiae, If they be without pass 
ports or if'they commit any offence against the law, they shall be handed over to the nearest 
Consul for punishient, but they shall only be subject to necessary restraint and in no case to 
ill-usage. Such passports shall remain in force for a period of thirteen Chinese months from the 
date of issue. Any Japanese subject travelling in the interior without a passport shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding three hundred Taels. Japanese subjects may, however, without passports

Japanese merchant vessels compelled on account of injury sustained or any ie cause, 
to seek a place of refuge, shall be permitted to enter any nearest port of China, without being 
subject to the payment of tonnage dues or duties upon goods landed in order that repairs 1 tio the 
vessel may be effected, provided the goods so landed remain under the supervision of the Customs — 
Authorities. Should any such vessel be stranded or wrecked on the coast of China, the Chinese - 
Authorities shall immediately adopt measures for rescuing the passengers and crew and for secur- 
ing the vessel and cargo. “The persons thus saved shall receive friendly treatment, and, if neces- 
sury, shall be furnished with means of conveyance to the nearest Consular station. Should any 
Chinese merchant vessel be compelled on account of injury sustained or any other cause to seek a 


place of refuge in the nearest port of Japan, she shall likewise be treated in the same way by the

Sunday was a very chilly day in Kyoto, 
snow falling at intervals until four p.m., 
though the sun was attimes visible. The 
influx of visitors to view the ceremonies 
connected with the funeral of the Yeikwo 
Kotaiko (the late Empress-Dowager) was 


enormous, and the ancient city was taxed | 


to its utmost to find accommodation for the 
constantly increasing crowds. Along the 
roads to be traversed by the funeral cortége 
were posted placards advising the people 
that a clear space must be kept, and in 
addition down each thoroughfare were 
stretched straw ropes, beyond which none 
but those engaged in the ceremonies were 
permitted to pass. Behind this slight 


barrier the crowds were allowed to gather, ' 
land by three o'clock on Sunday afternoon 


these streets presented a curious sight, the 
spectators being packed closely together 
along the whole length of the funeral’s 
route. Their faces formed a solid wall of 
impassive silence. At half-pastfiveo’clock, 


the Naval Band played a funeral march, | 
and soon the hearse was observed emerg- 


ing from the Western gate of the Palace. 
First came some mounted police-inspec- 


tors, then a battalion of soldiers, consist- | 
ing of cavalry, infantry, artillery, and 


the Guards: and then the troops of 
the Fourth Division, from Osaka. Next 
followed stands of saka& trees, torch- 
bearers, twenty banners of white brocade, 
each borne by two men; next a casket 
icontaining the funeral votive viands; then 
some clerks of the Imperial Mausolea 
Bureau, the Chief of the Bureau, and so 
forth, allin dueorder. Thehearse was drawn 
by three oxen harnessed in single file. 
The wheels of the car were so constructed 


that as they slowly revolved they emitted a }- 


mournful creaking. Each animal was led 
by two officials on foot, with two assistants, 
who walked behind, liiding the silken 


cord fastened to each ox. These again 
had other assistants, fifteen on each side. 


‘Officers of the Imperial Body-guard walk- 
ed near each ox, and on either hand, 
behind the hearse, walked members of the 
Japanese peerage. Prince Arisugawa, 
Chief Mourner, followed on foot, attired 
in ancient Japanese moufning costume, 


and carrying ona pilgrim’s bamboo wand. | 


His Imperial Highness, who appeared 
exceedingly careworn, jnever raised his 


eyes from the ground daring the whole | 


ceremony. As the Prince approached, 
everybody respectfully bowed. Two 
naval lieutenants walked behind the 
Prince ; then followed two torch-bearers. 
Their Imperial Highnesses Prince Fushi- 
mi, Prince Komatsu, Prince Komatsu,

This concluded, the mournful cortége pro- 
ceeded, at go’clock, to the temple of Senyo, 
where the funeral service proper was con- 
ducted.

When all those admitted to the hall of 
ceremony at Senzan had taken the seats.

Ar- 
rived at the spot, the Chief Mourner 
and others took seats prepared in front 
of the grave, while a maid of honour 
stood with bowed head at each of the 
four sides. The coffin was taken out 
of the hearse, and placed on cross beams 
spanning the grave. A final prayer was 
then read by one of the Officials of Ser- 
vices, and the Chief Mourner paid his last 
respects to the remains, The coffin, 
which had a covering of silk brocade, was 
then suspended over the grave, and, the 
cross beams having been removed, was 
Slowly lowered. So deliberately was this 
done, that about an hour elapsed before 
the coffin reached the bottom of the 
deep grave. Then the Chief Mourner 
threw his bamboo stick into the grave, 
and, taking a spade in his hands, shook 
earth over the coffin. This done, the 
Chief Mourner and the others offici- 
ating rested for a short space in the

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THE SPEECH OF COUNT OKUMA.

We have already published an epitome 
of the speech delivered by Count Okuma 
in the House of Representatives on the 
15th instant, and we now give a full and 
accurate translation :— i 


GenTLemen,—lIt is for the first time that I now 
address this august House and it gives me the grea- 
test gratification to come before you here and exe 
plain my views. When, the other day, at a sitting 
of the Budget Committee, various questions arose 
in counection with the expenditures of the Foreign 
Office, a desire was expressed to be informed,as 

to our foreign policy, but foreign policy not being 
directly connected with the Budget, though there 
is at’ indirect relation between the two, I decided 
that my reply on the subject at the Committee 
meeting should be limited to points directly related 
to the Budget, leaving a fuller exposition to be 
made bélore the whole House in session, I pro- 
pose, therefore, to make a general statement 
to-day respecting our foreign policy. As you are 
aware, Ministers of State have frequently, since 
the first session of the Diet, stated to the House 
that our foreign policy is based on the principle 
of opening the country, or, more accurately, of 
opening and developing the country. I am as- 
sured thatthis foreign policy, or rather national 
policy, having been fixed and unchanged since 
the first years of Mecfi, the principle of opening 
and developing the country is unalterable either 
now or in the future, But I consider it necessary 
io make more or less additions to what has hither- 
to been stated. If we enquire what points ase 
practically most important in the foreign policy 
that may be regarded as the national polity of 
the Afei#i era, we find that to attain an equal 
footing. with other Powers, as declared in the 
Imperial Edict at the Restoration, has been the 
impulse underlying all the national changes 
that have. taken place. [lt was perceived that 
in order to attain an equal footing with the 
Powers, it was necessary to change the national 
institutions, learning, and education, Hence the 
replacement of clans by prefectures took place, 
as well as coinage reform, euforcement of the con- 
scription law, revision of various other laws and 
promulgation of new ones, establishment of local 
assemblies, and the granting of local self-govern- 
ment, steps that led at length to the proclamation 
of the Constitution, This national policy, this 
so-called opening and development of the country, 
or in other words, this principle of allaining an 
equal footing with the Powers, was, I firmly be- 
lieve, the motive that has enabled Japan to become 
a nation advanced in civilisation and respected by 
the world, 

What I now desire to add to previous statements 
on this subject is that foreign intercourse is a very 
difficult affair, not to be regulated at will by a 
single country, and that it has now undergone 
gradual but great changes. Gentlemen, the 


are aware, teally of narrow limits, being con- 
cerned with the relations between one country and 
another or a few others, But now, through the 
enormous development of facilities of transport- 
ation and communication, and the close interaction 
of the world’s interests, foreign relations have been 
greatly transformed. In ihe affair between Eng- 
land and Venezuela last year, you are aware that 
the dispute was about a narrow stip of marshy 
uninhabited frontier territory, and that the parties 
to the controversy were, on the one side, England 
the greatest Power in the world, with colonial 
possessions of over ten million square miles in area 
and, on the other, the littl South American res

the lithe Venezuela. But it was by no means so 
easy, for the United States of America immedi- 
ately interfered. The affair thevteforth was no 
longer one between England and Venezuela alone, 
but between England and North and South Ame. 
‘ica. The ground of that interference was the 
Monroe doctrine, which, as you are aware, 
was enunciated long ago, with the object of avert- 
ing the spread of European influence in North 
and South America. Thus the affair no longer 
concerned the two,Americas and England alone ; 
it became a general internatidwal question, for the 
exclusion of European influence from America was 
waturally a matter of grave importance to Europe, 
which has many colonial possessions in the New 
World. Thus a question that originally concerned 
a small colony came to assume a general inter- 
national character.

Take another instance, also relating to England. 
| Last year, a dispute arose between England and 
the Transvaal. 
by travellers, or employés of a company, to effect 
a revolution in the Transvaal, 
was trivial; bat though it arose in a littl South 
African republic, a country having almost the 
character of a British protected State, it gave rise 
to complications between Germany and Racland, 
and at one time threatened almostto involve the 
two Powers in war. This dispete between Ger- 
many and England was not confined for long to 
those two countries. It extended apparently to the 
German Triple Alliance and other Powers, and 
thus became also a general international affair, In 
truth, the limits of foreign intercourse have gradu- 
ally widened to such an extent that a very small 
affair becomes of concern to the whole world, The 
war with China in the 27th and 28th year of Me#ji 
originally concerned only Japan and China, aud 
did not touch othér Powers in any way. But even 


Europe. ‘Thus it also became a general inter- 
national question, In consequence of the war be- 
tween Japan and China, it has come to pass that, 
whereas the expression “* Eastern Question ” used 
to apply only to the world-famed problem of 


ficance of the near-Eastern, or the Far-Eastern, 
Question. In a word, the sphere of foreign inter- 
course has so greatly widened that the slightest 
incident may effect the interests of the whole world. 

I desisve here to emphasize the facts that foreign 
intercourse must above all things be planned on a 
large scale, for all diplomatic projects have im- 
mediate interest for the whole world, and that, 
since foreign policy, or rather national polity, 
must be fixed, unchanged, and continuous, the best 
method of diplomacy is to adhere strictly to the 
principles of International Law. Now, to adhere 
to the principles of International Law, diplomacy 
must be based on justice. The power of justice is 
great, for it is sure to enlist the sympathy of the 
whole world. Having devoted herself for years 
with ardour and diligence to national progress, 
and having come to enjoy the great friendship of 
the Powers of Europe and America, Japan, which

It has hitherto been contended, as you ate 
aware, even by great jurists, that exira-territori- 
ality should be exercised in all non-Christian

| But that theory bas gradually been abandoned, 
‘and Japan, having based her progress upon 
justice, and received the just support of the 
world, has, though outside the pale of Christen- 
dom and thé white races, succeeded in attain- 
ing a position of equality with them. If, there. 
fore, we would reap afl the fruits of Treaty 
Revision, we must thake still greater efforts to 
develop our country. There is no doubt that the 
country will progress, and its advance will go hand 
in hand with diplomacy. We must adapt that 
best type of diplomacy which, based on justice, ap- 
proaches most closely to International Law. This 
is not a mere statement of my own, that is to say, 
of Okuma individually. It is my declaration as a 
representative of the polity of the Meéjiera. The 
kind of diplomacy that changes with its director 
is most pernicious and dangerous. There liave 
been many instance of temporary success obtained 
by extraordinary gevius, or through extraordi- 
nary diplomacy ; but such successes are as fragile 
as towers built on the sand, Thatis what I mean 
by saying that foreign policy is fixed, immovable, 
and unchangeable, and that foreign policy which 
changes with its director is pernicious. This has 
been the definite and settled view held since the 
first years of the Meiji era, though there may have 
been occasionalerrors, It is my intention to follow 
loyally and sincerely the principle I have just re- 
ferred to, with due regard for the national Consti- 


tution, and in obedience to the spirit of progress, 
and I do not think there can be much error in 
carrying out such a policy. 

Happily our foreign relations are at present very 
cordial. 1 am assured that whatever slight differ- 
ences may exist, will be readily settled. These fo- 
reign relations will, in my opinion, eventually lead 
to a most cordial {riendship towards Japan. Powers 
that, up to the present, have felt more or less coldly 
towards us, will turn out to be the most friendly. 

In respect of the general policy, that is, the 
policy of the Meiji Government, I have made but - 
slight observations in addition to what has already 
been frequently stated. Before closing, I desire . 
| to make a few more remarks. Since Japan, as I 

have already said, has entered the comity of nae . 
tions, there is no doubt that all her foreign affairs 
will be more complicated than ever; and as 
Japanese interests, commerce, and other mattets _ 
abroad must extend, the expenses for legations 
and consulates, which are essentials of diplomacy, | 
can not be avoided. The Budget Committee | 
having recommended more or less reductions in 
the estimates, I should be glad if possible, to bow 
to its decision and accept the reductions, But — 
since Japan's position in the world has risen, the 
work she must do abroad is daily augmenting, 
and the nation is ceaselessly expanding, so that 
her flag is to be seen in Europe and America. | 
She is now no longer what she was in the days of 
her seclusion. I believe it really necessary that 
her diplomatic expenditures should gradually in- 
crease; and though our present finances are by 
no means ample and every possible economy is 
necessary, I earnestly desire that, in view of their 
urgent necessity, the expenditures struck out by. 
_ the Budget Committee, be restored by the House. 

Finally, allow me to add that, in reference to the 
question put by Mr, Suzuki Jubi and others re- 
garding the arrangement between Japan and 
Russia, I intend to give a reply, but as it concerns | 
another Power besides Japan, we are consulting —

I have been informed by Count Okuma that during the 
present session of the Dieta Government Coinage Bill 
will be presented for the consideration of that body 
which will,if passed,change the standard of value in 
Japan from silver to gold. 

It, is proposed to fix the Government parity of,o7 ratio 
between the two metals at thirty-two to one. The mit of 
value will be a gold yen which will be one half the 
weight and value of the old Japanese gold yen,which is 


of the same weight and fineness as the gold dollar of the 


United States. The proposed wit of value will,there-.. 
fore,be the exact equivalent of fifty cents U.S.money, 
and, approximately of the same value as the present unit 
of value én Japan,the silver yen, which, at/ the current 
rate of exchange of today is worth abovt fifty-one cents 
U.S.mongy. It is proposed that the smallest gold coin 
minted slall be a five yen piece. 

The further coinage of silver will be limited to subsid- 


lary coins. The silver yen now in circulation will be 


maintained

maintained at par with the gold yen by the Government 
being prepared to redeem them in gold whenever called 


upon to do so. In this connection it is important to 


) 


note that there are about one hundred and forty millions 


of Japanese silver yen in circulation, of which it is 
estimated that about seventy millions are in circulation 
as money in China and the Enelish,¥rench and other colo- 
nies and settlements in the East. Should the ratio be- 
tween gold and silver become greater than one to thirty- 
two,the tendency would seem to be to drive the outstand- 
ing silver coin back to Japan for redemption. 

The vernacular Press reports considerable dissatisfact- 
ion among the menufacturing and commercial classes with 
the proposed change of standard, and it is reported that 
the Cotton Spinners Association have prepared a protest 
arainst it to present to the Diet. Those interested in 
Manufactures in Japan are at present very prosperous 
and satisfied with the returns their investments are 
bringing in. They are,naturally,as a class,not disposed 
to view favorably a proposed change,the effects of 
‘which upon their interests they have no means of deter- 
mining beforehand. 

It is generally believed,however,that the Government 
Bill will,in perhaps a modified form,hecome a lav. 

It is supposed that the principal object the Government 
has in view in bringing about the change is to enable 
it,should such a measure haces necessary or expedient, 
to negotiate a loan in Europe on better terms than 


would be possible,as they believe,if Japan remained on 


a silver basis.

Respecting 
Art. IL., that is, the despatch of military officers 
to Sul and the training of Korean troops, it is 
a fact, but as I have just now read you, this has 
no connection whatever with the Russo-Japan- 
ese undertaking. I must, however, add a few 
words in this connection. Russian officersappear 
to have been sent at the request of the King of 
Korea, and no diplomatic question is involved in 
it. Asto Art. III., respecting the alleged loan of 
three million yen by the Russo-Chinese Bank on 
the recommendation of the Russian representa- 
tive at Sdul, it is not true, though there is no 
doubt that there was such a proposal. The 
matter was also broached by the Russian Chargé 
d Affaires, but it has hot yet been consummated, 
If Korea should borrow this money from a 
third country, that fact would of course more or 
less affect the friendly and financial relations of 
Japan and Russia with Korea. Accordingly 
the Japanese Government intends not to fail to 
promote in every way the convenience of Korea. 
As the matter is thus made clear, there is no 
need toreply to Arts.

Next, I will reply to the questions put by Mr.

Art. I.—A person who has invented any new and useful art, 
achine, manufacture, or composition, or any new and useful 
mprovement thereof, may obtain a Patent in. accordance with 
he provisions of these Regulations. 
The term “ Patent” means the granting to the inventor of a 
spicial right to prevent other persons from making, using, or selling 
he inventions mentioned in the preceding clause without his per- 
mission, 


Art. II.—The following are not patentable :— 


1, Articles of food, drink, or fashion. 

2. Medicines, or methods of compounding them. _—j 

8. Articles which have been in public use before the 
application for a patent. — 


This rule does not apply to articles which have been known

The essential parts of Trade Marks shall be figures, characters, 
or combinations thereof, which are special and distinctive.

Art. IV.—When an application for the registration of a Trade 
Mark is made, the Director of the Patent Bureau shall instruct the 
examiner of the Bureau to examine the Trade Mark, and, if it 1s 
decided that registration should be permitted, shall with the ap- 
proval of the Minister of State for Agriculture and Commerce 
register it in the Register of Trade Marks, and proceed to issue 
the Certificate of Registration. | | 


Art. V.—The Certificate of Registration shall be signed by 
the Minister of State for Agriculture and Commerce and counter- 
signed by the Direétor of the Patent Bureau, and be issued to the 
applicant together with the specifications and specimen.

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Art. VI.—The term for the exclusive use of a Trade Mark 
shall be twenty years, and, shall be reckoned from the day of re- 
oistration. 

Art. VIIL.—The exclusive use of a Trade Mark is confined to 

the goods designated by the applicant in the classification of goods 
fixed by the Minister of State for Agriculture and Commerce. 


Art. VIII.—When there are two, or more, applications for 
registration of identical or similar Trade Marks for goods which are 
identical, the Trade Mark the application for the registration of 
which has priority of date shall be registered ; if the ‘applications 
have the same date, none shall be registered. But this rule does 
not apply to cases where applications are withdrawn, and only one 
applicant remains. 


Art. IX.—When a person who has had, or is about to have, - 
his Trade Mark registered dies, bis rights devolve upon his heirs. 

Art. X.—Even if a Trade Mark has been registered, if it is 
subsequently found that 1¢ has been registered in contravention of 
Article VIII, its registration shall be treated as invalid.

the expression of Mr. McCaleb's sentiments on patriotism 


( copy enclosed herewith marked No.I ) having been sub- 


mitted to the other members of the Committee became, as 
is natural in a small and intimately acquainted commumi- 
ty like that of Tokio, the topic of common talk.

McCaleb ( enclosure No.2 ) an appli- | 
cation for two travelling passports for the Bmpire of 
Japan, which are obtained for United States citizens 
upon application and recommendation by me to H.I.J.M's. 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

In view of the position in which Mr. McCaleb had 
placed himself , I did not feel inclined to extend to 
him any favor or to request the Japanese Government to 
afford him opportunities of proceeding beyond the treaty | 
limits wmtil he had given me some explanation of the 
views he had publicly expressed, and assured me of his 
loyalty as an Americen citizen, and of his allegiance to 
the country of his birth ( see enclosure No. 3). 

It was only on the I4th instant thatMr. McCaleb 
called at the Legation when I explained to him that his 
public declaration had placed him in an unfavorable

light and that he should wmderstend that haarioen citi- 
zens are expected to reciprocate by loyalty and patriot- 
ism the many favors which their Government extends to 
them; that the members of the Legation were desirous 
of believing that he had not éntended to convey the im- 
pression that had been made upon the minds of the 
American community; and that he could easily place him- 
self in a position to obtain whatever was in the power 
of the Legation to grant by making an application for — 
a United States citizen's passport and in so doing taking 
the oath of allegiance. 


He replied that his religious convictions forbade 


his taking an oath and was then informed that in that 


case he could make affirmation. This he declined to do 
saying that he was being made an example of and that he 
could not be compelled to take out a passport or affirm 
his loyalty and allegiance. He was also assured that 
there was no desire to discriminate against him, but that 
he was being asked to declare his allegiance to his 
country ,- a thing which every loyal citizen should be 
ready and willing to ac : and to observe regulations 

that were intended for all. | 

* ‘Tt was confessed that he could not be compelled to

Legation an@ the Government would remain dormant. 

Before leaving the Legation Mr. McCaleb left a 
statement of his views and an explanation of his position 
» copy of which I have the honor to enclose herewith 
( enclosure No.7 ). 

Mr. McCaleb was, I believe, a resident of Indiana 
before coming to Japan, but, so far as I know, he is not 
the bearer of a United States passport. At least the 
records of this Legation do not show that one has been 
issued to hom since hig coming to this coutry. 

In connection with Mr. McCaleb’s case , I may add 
that although the American missionaries as a body are 
looked upon by all with the greatest commendation there 
have been in this country, I am informed, some instances 
where the Japanese authorities have felt that certain 
representatives of American missions have been instruct- 
ing the Japanese youth with doctrines somewhat contrary 
to the ideas of patriotism which are held here, and 
which, if fostered, might lead to difficulties. 

In consequence of this feeling I have thought that 
it would be better if Mr. McCaleb were not permitted to 
engage in his work outside the treaty limits util he 
can be induced to chahge his views sufficiently , at 


least , to a€firm his allegiance to his comtry.

Great. Britain long since recognised the importance of 
good legal ability in the exercise of her judicial powers in 
Japan, and has met the necessity in that regard in a manner 
somewhat similar to that herein suggested , and I learn hoes :

In this connection, as a matter of interest in respect to 
the new treaty with Japan, I enclose an extract from the 
Japan Times ofcthe I3th instant, relating to the defects of 
the judicial system of Japan, more especially referring to 
criminal proceedure; also an editorial extract from the Japan 
Gazette, a British paper of Yokohama, of the [4th instant, 
giving reasons for doubt whether the new treaties with Western 
countries will or should go into effect upon the date fixed; 
and also, bearing upon the same subject, I enclose a letter 
from Mr. J.F.Lowder, of Yokohama, taken from the Japan Times 
of the 19th instant. Mr. Lowder has been for many years a 
resident of and the leading Inglish lawyer in Japan.

In Japan, under extraterritorial treaties, the authori- 


ties of the United States take full judicial jurisdiction in 


civil as well as criminal matters, where citizens of the Uni- 


ted States are parties defendant. 
The Consuls have by consent necessarily assumed this au- 


thority, ex officio, to organise Courts of Law. The natural 


confusion of ideas incident to this double capacity as Consu- 

lar Commercial or Executive officials and judicial officials 

has led to much misunderstanding and to serious and normally 
unnecessary diplomatic controversy. Opportunity for such 
unfowtunate results is often made by the fact thatour Consuls 
themselves, while they may be excellent Consular officials, 

are not often professionally acquaint@® with the principles 

and practice of the law, and fail,to distinguish between 

their right to administer remedies in their two distinct ca- 
pacities. an 

The lack of legal information by the Consuls, often 

causes serious inconsistency in the practice and application 

of legal principleg These inconcistencies are brought out 

and emphacised by unfriendly criticism, which is in many 

cases justifiable, this criticism often taking the form of 
comparative criticiem since our Courts hére sit,/as! they doi- 

not” sit at home, in close juxtaposition to Coubis of almost 
_ Bf the legal systems of the world. This comparative 
criticism has a peculiarly strong effect upon the Asiatic 

mind. It is not suggested that our system,will not satisfac- 
torily stand this comparison when properly expounded, but head 4 
it cannot be ae or even justly pensentes here by _

representatives who know nothing about it, either historically 


or in practice. It is recognised that since Consular officers 
are primarily executive and commercial officers it would prob- 
ably be ill advised to send lawyers to each of the posts, 

and impossible to obtain the service of active and efficient 
practitioners for the compensation at the command of the Gove! 
ernment. 

We have but three Consular posts in the Empire of Japan, 
and, therefor, but three Courts; there are many other district 
of the Empire, widely separated, in which citizens of the Uni- 
ted States are permitted to, ni do , reside and do buspiness 
(take, for instance, the large open port of Hakodate where 
the United States has citizens; it is situated about six hun- 
dred miles from Yokohama,at which place the nearest United 
States Court is located) and travel is by no means so rapid 
or conveniently provided for as it is in America. The prac- 
tical result of our'present system is that districts other 
than the three ports at which Consuls are stationed, are with- 
out a forum in which claims against citizens of the United 
States, either civil or criminal can be tried, because their 
commercial business with us ig not sufficient to warrant or 
require the appointment of a commercial representative; we 
have taken from Japan her jurisdiction over our citizens, and 
it might be urged that this imposes upon usat least a moral 
obligation to replace it so far as rgasonably possible with Pe 
Courts competent to exercise jurisdiction. If a Japanese liv- 
ing in Hakadote, for instance, has a claim against one of our | 
citisens residing in the seme place amomting to Yen 100., it 
would cost him more then that amount to bring the elaim,withhé 
his witnesses,before the Court at Yokohama, and, even if he

obtained a judgement, these preliminary expenses cannot be 
included in the judgement for costs; thus may the ends of 
justice be defeated. 
It is respectfully suggested that, these difficulties 
could be avoided, without creating several new and commercial- 


ly unnecessary posts,by separating the Consular and judicial 


functions, leaving with the Consuls only so much of their pre- 
sent judicial function as will enable them to exercise police 
end preliminary jurisdiction, and appointing one competent 
judge to “ride the Circuit" and take charge of our judicial 
work in Japan, holding terms of Court in all the open ports 
where our citigens reside. 

Our growing trade and the encrease in! the number of our 
residents have led to a proportional encrease not’ only in the 
number of cases for trial but in theimportance and techni- 
cality of the questions presented. 

It is further suggested that since the diplomatic rela- 
tions of the United States with Japan are daily becoming more 
important and technical, this judicial appointee could be at- 
tached to the Legation of the United States as the adviser and 
assistant of our representative, whenever desired by him, in 
in matters involving a construction of International, treaty, 


and local law. 


If it is urged that the taking effect of the new trea- 


ties will soon make it unnecessary to provide for judicial.

The Hawaiian Minister expresses he negk that such a Commi s~ 
sioner will be sent, and that he will settle the immigration 
coritroversy at once, avoiding, thereby, the delay and great 
expense that must necessarily be incurred in settlement by 
arbitration.

lands has not been a matter of discussion between the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and myself, I have been wmoffici- 
ally assured by an influential person connected with the Por 
eign Office that there is no danger of a rupture between te 
pan and the United States as a consequence of the annexation 
of the Islands. I am also,assured by some of the most influ- 
ential Japanese eubjects, not officially connected with the 
Government, that the majority of the people of Japan, as well 
as most, if not a11, of the Cabinet, believe that they have no 
just cause for eny hostile attitude toward the Unite States.

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THE HAKODATE FURISDICTION | 
AFFAIR, 


The six Chinamen, employés of British 
men-of-war, who were arrested by the 
Japanese police in Hakodate for gambling, 
have been sentenced to 15 days’ imprison- 
ment by the local authorities. It is under- 
stood that a protest was lodged by Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Representative—act- 
ing, doubtless, under instructions from the 
home Government—against the assumption 
of jurisdiction by the Japanese authorities 
in this case, but in spite of the protest, 
jurisdiction was assumed and exercised. 


We are unable to discover any reasonable | 


grounds for the protest. A. moment’s 
consideration will show that a man’s con- 
nexion witha British man-of-war does not, 
under ordinary circumstances, constitute 
any obstacle to the assumption of jurisdic- 
tion over him by the civil power of a} 
foreign country. Suppose that a British 
war-ship visited a German port, and that 


some of her crew, going on shore, were] 


apprehended by “the police in the act of 


violating Germad law. Is there the slight- { 


est doubt about the tribunal before which 
they would be arraigned ? Of course not. 
They would be tried and punished by a 
German Court. Thesame istrue, mutatis 


mutandis, of a German war-shipin a French } 
port, or a French war-ship in an English | 


port, and so on. In no Occidental country 


does the fact that a man is serving} 


in a foreign war vessel exempt him 
from the jurisdiction of the civil courts 


of that country with respect to a viola-} 


tion of its laws committed on shore. 
If, then, exemption be claimed under 
such conditions in Japan, the claim’ 


must rest on exceptional grounds, namely, : 


that Japan has conventionally surrendered 
a portion of her jurisdiction to certain fo- 
reign Powers: in other words, the claim 
must be based ou our old friend, extrater- 
ritoriality. By treaty Greaf’-Britain has: 
acquired the privilege of exercising crimi- 
nal jurisdiction over her subjects in Japan. 
Everybody is familiar with that fact. The 
words of the Treaty are “ British subjects 
who may commit any crime, &c., shall be 
tried and punished by the Consul, &c.” 
So, then, the question narrows itself to 
this :—Were these six Chinamen “ British 
subjects” in the sense contemplated by 
the Treaty?

1So it should be in Japan, but at present fo- > 
reigners found no inducement to invest their 

money here: they were not welcomed, in fact 

were kept aloof, by the Japanese, who seemed to 

fear that something dreadful must follow if they 

entered into business or other combinations with 

foreigners. Many too, feared that when the 

country was thrown open to mixed residence, 

the influx of aliens would be so great that Japan 

would be swamped by them. Such a theory 

was absurd. lTtaly, a land possessing attrac- 

tions surpassing any other country in Europe, 

was open to all, yet resident aliens did not num- 
ber more than 60,000—an insignificant total, 
The Marquis concluded by urging that Japan 
should at once take steps towards perfecting 
her laws so that foreigners would find the most 
perfect securily for their lives, their capital, and 
their property, by which they would be attracted 
hither to settle and invest their money. If this

Evidently the Administration was not 
satisfied with the Judge’s account, for the 
| Oficial Gasette soon contained an an- 
nouncement that he had been placed upon 
the Retired List. Now the Constitution 
provides that “ no judge shall be deprived 
of his position unless by way of criminal 
sentence or disciplin punishment.” 
The object of the provision is to secure 
the independence of the Judiciary, and its 
effect should be to guarantee the judge 

inst removal from office except by the 
decision of a court of law, whether crimi- 
nal or disciplinary. If, then, it be assumed 
that the Constitution extends to Formosa, 
the action of the Administration in placing 
Judge Takano on the Retired List without 
recourse to a law court is distinctly un- 
constitutional. So Judge Takano also 
thinks, and he has adopted a very 
practical method of protesting. He has 
gone back to Formosa with the avowed 
‘intention of resuming the discharge of 
‘his functions and resisting to the death any 
attempt to remove him. The affair is 
inexplicable at the present stage. It 
appears that Judge Mizuno, also a For- 
mosan official, was placed on the Retired 
List some time ago, but public attention 
was not altracted by the incid the 
Judge making no attempt to resist.. We 
are informed by vernacular newspapers 
that both Judges incurred the displeasure 
of the Administration in the same way, 
jnamely, by adopting too severe measures 
against the official corruption prevalent in 
Formosa. Itiseven stated that they thus 
brought upon their heads the displeasure 
of the Governor-General, Viscount Nogi, 
and the former Colonization Minister, Vis- 
count Takashima. Such tales are obviously 
quite incredible. Unfortunately party 
considerations seem to weigh much more 
strongly with some Japanese journals 
than the duty of telling the truth. In this 
case there is special difficulty in ascertain- 
ling the facts, for the Minister of Justice 
being unpopular even with the newspapers 
that habitually support the Cabinet, they 
_ do not hesitate to give publicity to the 

above extravagant explanation. For our 
own part, we fail to see how the removal 
of two judges by an Administrative order. 
can be reconciled with the provisions of the 
| Constitution, unless, indeed, the fact that 
a special system of Government exists in 
Formosa be regarded as placing it beyond 
the range of the Constitution’s operation.

lor to the Administrative Office, and that 
i|his duties since he went to the island have 
been entirely of an administrative charac- 
ter. We are informed, indeed, that he 
has never once sat as a Judge in Formosa, 
and that his removal to the Retired List 
is entirely owing to mistakes committed 
in his administrative capacity. That, of 
course, disposes complétely of the criti- 
cism that the Government’s procedure in 
his case strikes a blow at the independence 
jof the Judiciary. The incident has no 
connexion whatever with the Judiciary. 
1 On the other hand, it affords a very plain 
jobject lesson as to the unwisdom of com- 
bining administrative and judicial func- 
tions in the person of the same official. 
We can not say that Japan is the onl 

country guilty of that mistake, but the evil 
possibilities of such a system are now 
very apparent. Apart from the obstacles 
that a duality of office presents to the pre- 
fectly impartial discharge of judicial 
duties, there is the embarrassment that 
no effective distinction cf responsibilities 
can be made, and if incapacity on the 
administrative side is visited with the 
usual penalty, the constitutional immunity 
of the Judge is vicariously violated. We 
can not see why, in Mr. Takano’s case, 
his removal from the post of Councillor 
to the Administrative Bureau would not 
have fully satisfied the requirements of 
the situation. It may be, however, that the 
Chief Judge holds the post of Councillor 
ex officio, in which case his removal from 
one position would necessarily involve 
forfeiture of the other also. That is a 
point upon which we are not competent 
to offer any opinion, being without access 
to accurate knowledge of the administra- 
tive organization now in force in Formosa, 
|The inevitable conclusion seems to be, 
however, either that the system is bad, 
or that a want of judgment and foresight 
has been shown in dealing with Mr, 
Takano. If he erred in his administra- 
tive capacity he should have been thence- 
forth limited to his judicial functions 
only, and if the separation of the two was 
impossible, the sooner it is made possible 
the better. With regard to the agitation 
that Mr. Takano is carrying on, it appears 
to us very unseemly. Indeed, we do not 
hesitate to say that his conduct, so. far as 
the public are in a position to judge, sug-

sert, The subject is so interesting and 
occupies such a prominent place in Japan- 
ese thought at present, that our readers 
will probably be glad to hear what Mr. 
Takano has to say for himself. On the 
15th instant, a meeting was held at the 
Fujimi-Ken in Tokyo to consider his case. 
About 120 persons were present, among 
them being several prominent members 
of the Diet—Mr. Shimada Saburo, Mr. 
Miura Yasu, Mr. Funakoshi Mamoru, Mr. | 
Goto Shimpei, Mr. Moriya Konosuke,| 
Mr. Tanaka Shozo, Mr. Ooka Ikuzo, Mr. 
Kurihara Ryoichi—, together with Mr. 
Matsuoka Koki, Mr. Fujii Saburo, Marquis 
Nakanomikado, and a number of Judges 
and barristers. Mr. Takano delivered an 
address, of which the following is the 
gist :— 

In April of last year, the military system of 
government in Formosa was abolished and the 
civil substituted, The first question that arose was 
by what laws the place should be administered, 
Some maintained that there were no laws appli- 
cable until enactments should have been made by 
Imperial O. dinance. L opposed that view. My con- 
tention was that secu ity of life and propeity, as well 
as the preservation of the rights of the subject, being 
absolutely essential to good government andes 
any circumstances, it was out of the Question that 
the island should be left without laws for, perhaps, 
a year, Under such circumstances, murderers, 
thieves and even rebels would semain unrestrained, 
Granting that the Fo:mosaus were a conquered 
people, they had wevertheless become subjects of 
the empire, and were therefore entitled to have 
laws protecting thei: lives and possessions. Now 
the punitory regulations enforced in the time of 
the miluary government by virtue of delegated 
legislative authority, were not at all severe in 
comparison with the laws of China. I therefore 
decided that these should remain in opera- 
tion, and for the rest, that the criminal code, 
the code of criminal procedwe, aud the code of 
civil procedure, as applied in Japan proper, should | 
be enforced. Local law cou:ts (chiho-hoin), courts | 
of appeal (fukushin-in), and an upper cout (Koto 
hoin), were organized, But funds being de- 
ficient, only twelve judicial officials (han-gwan) 
could be employed, a number obviously insufficient 
to meet the requireménts of three millions of 
people. Last April, ten more judicial officials wee 
added, but prosecuting officials (Kensatsu kwan) 
being still lacking, the district police had to dis 
charge the functions of prosecutors, Such is the 
history, in biel, of the judicial system in Formosa. 
Inasmuch, however, as very serious consequences 
were involved inthe manner of carrying it out, | 
found myself obliged to point ont various imper- 
fections from time to time, as they showed them 
selves, and to urge upon the Guvernoi-General 
the importance of remedying them, Not one of 
my suggestions was adopied. Now alihough the 
object of criminal law is to punish crime, that 
object is not necessarily attained by the conviction 
of a wumber of persons. No mistake could be | 
greater than to suppose that the object of. the 
criminal laws was achieved by arsesting the folks. 
who gave” a dozeu of beer as a bribe.” (We do 
not understand this allusion). ‘ The laws ave well 
administered when they operate in such a man- 
ner that their corective effect is a hundied times 
greater than thei: punitive. Justice tempered with 
mercy is the first principle to be observed in put- 
ting laws into operation, The three millions of 
inhabitants of Formosa are crying out to-day 
that they can not obtain secusity for their lives 
and property. The season of that unfortunate 
state of affaixs is that the local police are not 
sufficiently strong, the result being that rebels go 
about frecly by day and by night defiauding 
honest folks, who have vo means of resisting them, 

ipeals to the police for aid meet with 
no adequate response, the police being unable to 
protect them. It is the plain duty of the judiciary | 
to see that such a state of affairs is corrected, but if} 
the appeals of the judiciary are neglected, what re- 
course is there? If I am asked to explain the 
couse primatily responsible for this failure to pro- 
vide security of life aud property, I cay only reply 
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that my mouth is sealed by the Law of Official 
- Circumspeciion (Fukumu kiritsu). 1 must say 
a word, however, about my own retirement which 
‘is now the subject of so much comment, I myself, 
Tt can assure you, am in a state of the greatest 
perplexity, I have sought an explanation of the 
reason from the Cabivet Ministers, but their reply 
is so vague that I can find nothing to take hold of, 
They will not tell me whether I have committed 
any fault in the discharge of my ‘official duties, 
Am I then to understand that [ am incompetent 
for the post of chief judicial official of the uppes 
cout? I may, indeed, be endowed with small 
ability, but Lam vot so lacking in biain power as to 
be incapable of discl aging my dutiés. If, again, 
it be contended that I exceeded my competence 
when I put the criminal code, the code of criminal 
procedure, and the code of civil procedue into 
operation, | reply that the 5th Article of Law No. 
36 authorized me. Some accuse me of want of 
principle, on the ground that, whereas | approved 
the compulsory retirement of two other judges, I 
have rebelled when the same fate overtakes my- 
self. That charge is based on ignorance of the 
facts. I have always been opposed to the cont- 
pulsory retirement of judicial officials, and the 
course that I adopted on that occasion is clearly 
shown iv the records of the Gove:nor-General’s 
office. When a local official who combined judi- 
cial functions with administrative was removed 
from office, I urged that the judicial part of his 
functions should be made subject to his own re. 
signation, and on the other occasion of a judge’s 
removal, advantage was taken of my absence. I 
[ have been guilty of any fault, [ will resigu at 
once. But neither the Cabinet Ministers not any 
one else cau give me any clear proof, and I am 
myself unconscious of any. Therefore I can not 
consent to receive the notice of my retirement, If, 
on the other hand, I am informed that although 
[have not be guilty of any fault, my continuance in 
office does not conduce to the interests of the public 
service, I shall be ready to resign unhesitatingly, 
recognising, as I do, that the interests of Takano 
Muku and the toterests of the public service are 
not to be mentioned together, IL have no desireto 
shield myself behind a provision of the Constitu- 
tion and to assume anu attitude of opposition to 
the Government. When, however, instead of any 
of the above courses being adopted towards me, it 
comes to a question of the arbitrary dismissal of 
judicial officials, then I claiu that in the interests 
of the independence of the empire's judiciary the 
Constitution shall be respected, and then 1 am 
prepared to stand up against the Government. I 
do not think that any Japanese subject could do 
less. 


This is certainly not the language of a 
petty man. It has a fine ring of courage 
and high purpose. We can not agree 
with Mr. Takano’s methods, but neither 
can we withhold from him a measure of the 
applause that is the due of everyone 
boldly championing a cause which he 
believes to be sacred. Moreover, if it be 
true that he can not obtain any explana- 
tion of the reasons of his removal from 
office, and if he be really ignorant of them, 
we can well understand that he feels in- 
dignant. But that is a matter entirely 
apart from the Constitutional question, 
and we are surprised that a judge should 
confound thetwo. If the Constitution has 
any application to the case, the nature of 
Mr. Takano’s fault, and the Authorities’ 
failure to explain their order of dismissal, 
are wholly irrelevaut issues. The one 
vital point is that the Administration is 
incompetent to remove him from office, 
since he can not be removed except by 
sentence of a criminal court or by judg- 
ment of a disciplinary court. Of course 
his case is greatly strengthened in public 
estimation by the plea that the Govern- 
‘ment will not even deign to let him know 
his fault, and, perhaps, we should not 
quarrel with him for appealing to the 
sympathy of the masses by advancing that 
plea. 


It is the intention of the Authorities, 
we are:informed by the vernacular press, 
to adopt a very resolute attitude towards 
Mr. Takano. He left Tokyo for Formosa 
on the 17th instant, and on arriving at 
Kelung, he will of course have to give his 


———— 


name and occupation. Should he then 
describe himself as -‘ Head of the High 
Law Court” (Kato-hoira-cho)—which is 
the title of the office formerly held by 
him,—he will be proceeded against by his 
successor, Judge Mizuno, on a charge of 
falsely using an official title (Kwammer 
Sosho), and if he persists in so de- 
signating himself, he may possibly be 
arrested, though his imprisonment would, 
of course, be very unlikely. As for 
Mr. Takano, the same. writers affirm 
that he will proceed to discharge the 
duties of his office, and they even pre- 
tend that he will carry arms for pur- 
poses of self-protection, but it is quite 
incredible, as, indeed, they remark, that a 
man holding such a position should at- 
tempt to forcibly resist the execution of 
the law. For our own part we anticipate 
that the whole trouble will end in smoke. 
More will doubtless be heard about it 
when the Diet meets, but we do not see 
how Mr. Takano himself can effect any- 
thing at this juncture. He has, indeed, 
many powerful supporters. The Mainichi 
Shimbun, for example, denounces the 
action of the Authorities in uncompromis- 
ing terms, nor can it be denied that there 
are materials for a strong indictment. 
The Yomiuré Shimbun, on the other hand, 
points out the obvious error of supposing 
that Formosa has been brought under the 
judicial system operative in the other 
parts of the empire. The judicial and 
prosecuting officials are appointed by a 
process different from that followed in 
Japan proper; the procedure of the tri- 
bunals is different ; the organization of the 
courts is fixed by order of the Governor- 
General or by Imperial Ordinance; there 
are no collegiate courts ; the duties of pro- 
secution are discharged by police officers 
of the seventh rank; the judges perform 
administrative functions, and in minor 
points also differences may be found. 
Ignorant of, or indifferent to, all the im- 
portant facts,’ people do not hesitate to 
allege that the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion have been extended to Formosa. 


The 24th Article of the Constitution 
says :—‘‘ No Japanese subject shall be 
deprived of being tried by the judges de- 
termined by law.” That article is now 
quoted by the defenders of Mr. Takano. 
If, they say, the judges officiating in For- 
mosa are not judges duly determined by 
law, how can it be contended that Japanese 
subjects in Formosa are in the enjoyment 
of the privileges guaranteed to them by 
the Constitution? Persons advancing 
such an argument fail, apparently, to 
perceive that its value depends wholly on 
the applicability of the Constitution to 
Formosa. If the Constitution is applicable 
in Formosa, then all its articles must be 
applicable, and in that case the immunity 
provided for the judiciary by the fifty- 
eighth Article has been disregarded in the 
Takano matter, just as much as the pri- 
vilege declared for Japanese subjects in 
the twenty-fourth is disturbed by the 
status of the judges. If the Constitution 
is applicable, there the discussion ends. 
Mr. Takano is then right and the Govern- 
ment is wrong. If the Constitution is not 
applicable, then to show that its twenty- 
fourth Article has not been observed is not 
more significant than to prove that its fifty- 
eighth has been disregarded. ‘That seems 
such a simple exercise of the reasoning fa- 
culty that no one should be perplexed by it. 


Perhaps, since reference to the language 
of the Constitution is in fashion, we may 
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A NEW POLITICAL ASSOCIATION. 


HE organization and dissolution of 
political parties in Japan have ceased 
to greatly interest foreign observers. Itis 
now recognised that these events do not 
possess the significance attaching to them 
in the West. When men are linked toge- 
ther by a chain of principles the strength 
of their union can generally be estimated 
by the nature of the principles in ques- 
tion. But when their coalition depends 
upon personal considerations, incalculable 
influences may, at any moment, dissolve 
the cohesion. There are no principles 
available at present for the construction 
of political platforms in Japan. If we 
recall the course of events during the past 
twenty years, we-perceive that representa- 
tive institutions originally constituted the 
main line of cleavage between the ‘ins ’’ 
and the “outs.” The Shizoku—not the 
Heimin ; not the bulk of the nation—that 
found themselves outside the pale of offi- 
cialdom, agitated in favour of a national 
assembly, and the SAssoku that held the 
reins of power, though pledged to the 
principle of a parliament, sought to defer 
the event, partly because they doubted 
the nation’s readiness, partly because they 
found their own account in preserving the 
status quo. The time, however, gradu- 
ally ripened for the desired consumma- 
tion, and it came. That: great question 
having been disposed of, the agitators 
—we do not use the term disparagingly— 
had to seek some new ground of intelligi- 
ble opposition to the Government. They 
found it in the problem of Party Cabinets. 
The Diet had become an accomplished 
fact. The “outs” had at length acquired 
the right of scrutinizing the acts of the 
Administration and controlling its legisla- 
tive functions. They had also obtained 
a rostrum from which they might criticise, 
attack and condemn the conduct of offi- 
cialdom. But so long as the Cabinet 
remained independent of the Diet, just so 
long did the sweets of office lie beyond 
the reach of the majority in the Lower 
House. Party Cabinets, therefore, be- 
came the second shibboleth of the Op- 
position. 

Now here are two broad and perfectly 
plain issues: first parliamentary institu- 
tions ; secondly, party cabinets. Are any 
other main lines of cleavage discerni- 
ble in the political world of Japan? We 
can not discern any. There have been 
minor questions, it is true. There has 
been the question of Korea—a question 
that broke up the Cabinet in 1873; that 
nearly broke it up five years later ; that in- 
volved collateral complications, such as the 
organization of the Kyodo Unyu Kaisha 
and its ullimate amalgamation with the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha; that plunged the 
country into war with China; that led to 
the Liaotung embarrassment, and that 
finally necessitated the programme of 
military and naval expansion which the 


nation is now devoting its energies to! 
carry out. It was always conceivable that | 
the general problem of Korea, or some} 
one of its numerous corollaries, might’ 
have furnished a platform for a political 
party. Butitdid not. The attitude of an 
Ito Cabinet towards Korea may appear to 
differ from the attitude of a MATSUKATA 
Cabinet, but there is no real difference. 
The nation has only one mind in the 
matter, and every coterie of statesmen 
‘or combination of politicians reflects that 
mind. Then, again, there has been the 
question of the Land Tax; there has been 
the question of freedom of speech; and 
there has been the question of official sala- 
ries. These, however, are dead issues, 
nor can it be said that they ever sufficed 
to differentiate parties. They were chiefly 
means to an end; sticks for beating the 
Government into acceptance of the Party- 
Cabinet System. Thus we revert to the 
conclusion that only two great issues have 
been before the country for the past 
twenty years—Constitutional Government 
and Party Cabinets. Moreover, the two is- 
sues are really one: Party Cabinets are the 
inevitable sequel of parliamentary institu- 
tions. Under such circumstances there 
appears to be now a raison d’étre for only 
two political parties in the country: a 
party advocating immediate recourse to 
responsible cabinets, and a party advocat- 
ing the postponement of that consumma- 
tion. So, too, before the proclamation cf 
the Constitution, there should have been 
room for only two parties: a party ad- 
vocating the speedy inauguration of a 
parliament and a party advocating delay. 
But the state of affairs indicated by reason 
has never been attained. When all the 
“outs” were ostensibly fighting for the 
same end, constitutional government, 
they divided their forces into Kaishin-to 
and Fiyu-to, and fought even more bitterly 
against each other than against their 
common foe. When nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Lower House were nominally 
struggling to overthrow the clan combina- 
tion and introduce party cabinets, they 
struggled in half a dozen sections against 
each other more violently than against the 
Sat-cho statesmen: There is now a Fiyu- 
to; there is a Shimpo-to; there is a Koku- 
min Kyo-kat; there are “caves” of) 
seceders ; there is a Business Men's Party, 
and there are Independents, but no 
man has ever yet been fouzd capable 
of defining the theoretical differences 
that hold them all asunder. Nothing 
emerges clearly except the personal 
element. We have no choice but to con- 
clude that persons, not principles, are the 
bases of political associations in Japan. 
On the whole, perhaps, no other result 
could reasonably be expected. Differences 
of principle can not be established where 
uniformity of principles prevails. The 
whole country may be said to be liberal 


and progressive, and its advance along 


liberal and progressive lines has been so’ 
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rapid—not to say precipitate—that no 
body of politicians with any sense of respon- 
| sibility could venture to advocate a higher 
irate of speed. Conservatives calling for 
greater deliberation would seem to bea 
natural outcome of the situation, but they 
have not yet raised their heads in any ap- 
preciable numbers. 


In such a state of affairs a new political 
association has been born. It calls itself 
the Kods-Kai, or “ public unionist party.” 
Probably our readers remember that when 
lihe Diet met last December, the members 
of the Lower House were supposed to be

The Government had not a working ma- 
| jority ; indeed, there were doubts whether 
it commanded a majority at all. But the 
first important division showed unexpect- 
ed results. Several of the Liberals had 


seceded from their Party and formed an 
independent cave; several of the Na- 
tional Unionists had adopted the same 


course, and formed a National Club, and 
both gsoups voted with the Government 
though they refrained from enrolling 
themselves in the ranks of the latter’s 
acknowledged supporters, the Shimpo-to. 
These seceders, together with the Parlia- 
mentary Club, making a total of about 50, 
have now coalesced to form the Xodd-haé, 
under the leadership of Viscount TAKA- 
SHIMA, Minister of State for War. It is 
rumoured that they will be strengthened 
by another draft from the [.iberal Party, 
bringing their number up to 70, but 
even though they receive no further 
access of strength, they will be in the 
position of holding the balance of 
power. As for their principles, we look 
in vain for anything to differentiate 
them from existing parties. They aim at 
securing the advantages of responsible 
cabinets; they intend to improve the 
country’s foreign policy ; they propose to 
adjust the finances and to develop the re- 
sources of the nation so that the prestige 
which ought to accrue to the State after 
its victorious war may be realized, and 
they declare themselves independent, free 
to support the right and condemn the 
wrong whatever its source. It is the usual 
string of vague platitudes. Every party 
might adopt the same platform. Intér- 
preted by the light of the past, this move- 
ment seems to mean that Japanese politics 
have entered what may be called the fifth 
stage of their history. First, the affairs 
of the country were absolately directed 
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tacitly acknowledging the principle for 
which it fought, and destroying the plat- 
form upon which the various sections of 


the Opposition had hitherto stood toge- 


ther; and now, fifthly, the parties having 
no longer any common purpose to com- 
pass, or any general principles to assert, 
are lending themselves to be moulded by 
individual statesmen for purely political 
ends. After all, parliamentary institutions 
seem destined everywhere to develop 
some such mechanism.

On the 7th instant, I had the honor to telegraph you as follows:- 
“Count Okuma resigned yesterday. Baron Nishi appointed his successor”. 

Count Okuma’s retirement from the cabinet was not unexpected in 
view of the recent regrouping of political parties whereby the Snispo-to 
(Progressionists}, Count Okuma’s followers, have been placed in - 
attitude of hostility to the Government. 

The reasons for the Progressionists withdrawa} of their support 
from the Government, as announced by them, are the failure of the presen 
cabinet te accomplish any of the reforms in hoze and colonial adminis-~- 
tration which are Looked upon as essential to good government and the 
cabinet’s determination to meet the existing deficits in the different 
departments, caused, it is claimed, by extravagance and incompetence, 
by an increase in the land and saké taxes, nbiob policy is opposed 
by the Progressionists as well as by Count Okuma... 


In addition to the very natural desire of Count Okuma to retain his 


political following, his retirement from the Governaent has been further 


i pr lretigeed * 
impelled by a combination against bis within the cabinet itself, which

which has resulted in the formation of a new party called the Kodo-Kai, 
(Public National Party) under the leadership of isinidans. Sibasstisk, 
Winister of War, and vount Kabayama, Minister of Home Affairs, with the 
purpose of eliminating from the Governgent all influences antagonistic 
to the Satsuma clan. ‘The result bas been the resignation of Count 
Okuma from the post of Minister for Poreign Affairs on the 6th instant 
and the immediate appointment of Baron Nisbi in bis stead. 

This change in the personnel gives a majority(five out of sine) 


of the cabinet portfolios to Satsuma statesmen and should produce an 


barmonious working of the Govdrnment. The general opinion seems to 


be, however, that the sacrifice of political support to obtain a 
Satsuma cabinet has been shortsighted and that the Government will: find 
a strong majority arrayed against it in the Diet to asseable in 
December. 

Baron Tokujiro Wishi, the newly appointed Minister for Foreign — 
Affairs, is a pative of Kagoshima, Satsuma, who received bis education 
in Russia:. He has been in the diplomatic service of bis country since 
‘1878, his last post having been that of Minister et St.. Petersburg where 
be rende@ed signal service in the negotéetion of the recent Russo- 
Japanese treaty.

for a prompt settlement between the two governments themselves. 
In reply I took occasion to say that the United States had greatly 
desired a speedy and amicable solution of all questions between the 
two countries and that I felt authorized to assure him that sy Govern- 
tent bad already been using her influence with Hawaii in all proper ways 
in furtherance of a result so desirable, not only to Japan, but to the 
United States as well, but that I would communicate bis desire in accor¢ 
with his request. He seemed phessed with my statement and expressed 
his hearty appreciation of the attitude assumed by the United States 
and remarked that, considering the intimate relations existing soteadh 
the United States and Hawaii, be felt confidegt that wy government 
would be able to do very much in furtherance of a speedy settlezent..

In view of your Instruction "0.40, of date the [5th ulti- 
mo, suggesting that the Japanese Government had not clearly 
comprehended the essential point in the proposition of the 
Government of the Unated States that its official congular sup- 
plies are and remain the property of the United States and that 
their entry into Japan free of duty is not asked for in any 
sense as a consular priviledge, but as a courtesy to the Gov- 
ernment by which they are sent and whose property they are; arid, 
further, pointing out the advisability of making this view 
clear to the Government of Japan, on the IIth instant I ad- 
dressed a Note to Baron Nissi, His Imperial Japanese Majesty's 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, (copy of which forms Rnclosure 
No.I herewith) fully setting forth this proposition. 

In reply I received a Note from the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, of date the 24th instant, (copy of which forms Enclo- 
sure No.2 herewith) stating that the Japanese Government had 
clearly understood the real purpose of the Government of the 


United States, and that they were constrained to repeat their

In conclusion, the Minister for Foreign Affairs expresses 
repret at the inability of his Government to consent to the

arrival. 

Believing this to mean that the duties upon consular sw- 
plies are to be remitted in future, upon the special request 
of the representative here, while awaiting the Department's 
further instructions, I have directed each of the 'mited State 
Consuls in Japan to notify me without delay of the arrival of 
consular supplies, that I may request their admission free of 
duty; and to withold payment of duty pending the result of 
such requests.

In the view of my Government and 
in the representative intercourse of the United States with 
many other 8tates,the free entry of this class of office sup- 
plies is not a consular priviledge, but is a courtesy to the 
Government to which they belong and for the public service of 
which they are indespensable. 

My Government is desirous of making this view clear to 
the Imperial Government in order that no misunderstanding may 
exist. For this reason the Department of State refrains for 

the present from regarding the reply of His Excellency Commt 

Okuma as final, and and wmtil it shall be affirmed will defer 
notifying the Treasury Department to direct the collection of 
duties on such supplies sent by the Japanese Government, to 
its consuls in the United States.

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REPORT ON ADULTERATION OF FOOD STUFFS IN JAPAN. 


—_—_———_ — —S——— eS 


In ancient. times the evil of manufagturing imitations of 
foods and beverages was not known in Japan. The denger that 
such articles were not fresh was also guarded against by pub- 
ic opinion; but during the last ten years we find that ‘the 
sale of corrupted articles of food and drink have crept in 
hrough commercial competition, and the rerulation of such 
sales has come to be acknowledged as necessary. 

Formerly, as has been said, the kinds of food and drink in 
se in dapan were very simple and the quality pure. For in- 
stance, in former times materials of a vegetable nature with- 
but any injurious properties whatever were used for coloring 


1atter in food stuffs and beverages, but in recent years the 


se of injurious materials for-#uch purposes. has so increased 


hat the necessity of taking vigorous measures for their sup- 
>ression has been recognized. 

Such is a brief hisiorioal resumé of the subject. Many 
local regulations have been issued on this subject in the 
rarious provinces ( 43 in number ) throughout Fapan; some of: 
he most important regulations issued by the Central Bureaus 
nave been as follows:

I) Notification of the Comeil of State (Dajokan), issued 
March 19, I87I; repealed in I885. 

Hitherto the bodies of dead horses and cattle, whenever 
there were any such, have been turned over to the varbare 
collector; but from this time the bodies of horses, cattle, 
and other animals may be treated accordine to the owmers' 


convenience". 


2) Notification No. 76, Department of Finance, issued 
August, I87I.- 

Owing to the increase in the use of flesh for food in 
Japan, notice is hereby given that slauehter houses must he 
located at a distance from dwelling houses, and the sale 
of the meat of sick or dead cattle is strictly prohibited’. 

Strict attention should be given’ to the ahove regulation 
by dealers in meat. Local authorities shall erant licen- 
ses to proprietors of slaughter houses, upon proper exemin- 


ation, after the enclosed form, and shall report the same 


to this epartment. 


It is further prohibited to kill cows that are necessary 


for breeding purposes; but this restriction shall not apply 
to cows of I2 and I3 years of age or upwards, not used for 


breeding purposes.

The matter of the export of meats from the various open 
" ports shall be superintended by the local authorities, and 
" this Department should be notified of the facts."

8) Notification No. I57, Department of Finance, issued 


November 5, I873. 

The custom of eatine flesh has of late been introduced 
and notice was given in August, I871, prohibiting the 
slaughter of cows used for breeding purposes. It is repor- 
ted, however, that some persons have killed yowne cows for 


sale. If care be not taken at this point great injury will 


result to the breeding of cattle, and they even become ex- 
terminated. Definite supervision must be established by 
each local authority , according to the meaning of this 


instruction, and report be made to the Taxation Office. 


4) Notification No.35, Department of Home Affairs, issued 
April I8, 1878.- | 


The use of aniline and other mineral substances as 
coloring matter for food stuffs, has recently become quite 


prevalent. Such materials are dangerous, and may even 


cause death. Notice is therefore hereby given tha

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should be taken by the local authorities. 


Note.- In case of doubt as to whether materials so used 
are poisonous or not in their nature, specimens should be 


sent to the Department of Home Affairs for testing." . 


5) Notification of the Department of Home Affairs, issued 
September 20, I878.- 
Notice is hereby given that the manufacture of impure ice 
is strictly prohibited. Manufacturers of ice shall apply 
to the proper authorities for the inspection of theit ice 
both at the time of its manufacture each year , and also 


at. the time of sale each year". 


6) Notification of the Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce, No. 65, - 
The Notification regulating the issuance of licenses 
" and the location of slaughtering houses is annulled from 


*" November I4, I890°. 


7) Notification of the Department of Home Affairs, issued 
November, I890.- . as 

The sale of birds and animals as food, that have died 

" from disease, is strictly prohibited. No objection shall 


" be made however to the use of the bones and hides for 


a 


manure of such as have died of old age or ordinary disease. 
Strict care should be taken in every locality, however , 
by the authorities to make this distinction. 

Note.- The carcasses of such as have died of infectious 


" diseases shall of course he burnt’. 


In addition to the above Notifications should be mention- 
ed the long list of rules and regulati.ons adopted and revised 
from time to time to regulate the preparation of tea. These

or unripe fruit shall be imprisoned from 2 to 5 days, and a 
fined: * from .50 to 1.50 Yen.
